RICH’S RAMBLINGS — Fa­ 
talities in Illinois were up 
three per cent last y ear com­ 
pared to the 19 6 1 final fig ­ 
ures but the increase was be­ 
low the nationwide percent­ 
ag e jump in deaths. The na­ 
tionwide fatality total shows 
that 
nine 
per cent 
more 
Americans died on U.S. hig h­ 
way s in 19 6 2. 
In comparing 19 6 2 fig ures in Illi­ 
nois with 19 6 1, it can be noted that 
fatal traffic accidents increased by 
one, while the number of persons 
killed increased by forty -sev en, indi­ 
cating a larg e increase in the num­ 
ber of multiple fatal accidents. 
Preliminary fig ures indicate that 
the mileag e death rate (number of 
persons killed for ev ery IOO million 
miles of v ehicle trav el) will prob­ 
ably be reduced because Illinois 
trav elers cov ered more miles last 
y ear than in 19 6 1. 
The mileage death rate in 1961 was 
4.8 p erso ns killed p er IOO million 
miles. The ex p ected death rate for 
1962 will p ro bably be 4.7. 
Economically , traffic accidents in 
Illinois last y ear cost mo to rists u p ­ 
ward of $400 million. Broken down 
it cost each mo to rist ap p ro x imately 
one cent for each mile cov ered on 
the ro ads. 
Illinois is one of many states 
which is sponsoring safety pro­ 
g rams to help cut down on the 
number of accidents on our roads. 
One of the major prog rams car­ 
ried during 1962 by the Div ision of 
Traffic Safety was the administra­ 
tion of the National Safety Coun­ 
cil's Annual Inv entory of Traffic 
Safety . 
The p ro gram is a mu tu al assist­ 
ance and information p ro ject and all 
cities of 10.000 p op u lation are eligible 
to p articip ate. The inv entory rates 
the city ’s traffic p ro gram in nine 
areas: (I) death and inju ry reco rd; 
(2) traffic ordinances; (3) accident 
reco rds and analy ses; (4) traffic en­ 
gineering; (5 ) p olice traffic su p er­ 
v ision; (6 ) traffic cou rts; (7 ) school 
safety edu cation; (8 ) p u blic traffic 
safety edu cation, and (9) o rganiza­ 
tion fo r traffic safety imp rov ement. 
Fifty -eight of 116 eligible Illinois 
cities p articip ated in this annu al in­ 
v ento ry p ro gram du ring the p ast 
y ear. Dix on was not one of the cities 
who did p articip ate. 
Another prog ram carried out by 
the Div ision of Traffic Safety dur­ 
ing 1962 was the state Vehicle 
Safety -Check prog ram. Dix on was 
one of 126 communities in Illinois 
which established v oluntary check- 
lanes. 
In addition to the p ro grams, the 
State of Illinois sp onsored two Traf­ 
fic Cou rt Conferences, one at No rth­ 
ern Illinois Univ ersity and one at 
Western Illinois Univ ersity . They also 
p rep ared and distribu ted safety edu ­ 
cational materials to news media, 
indu stry , chu rches and school. 
All of the state’s efforts hav e 
been in an attempt to decrease the 
fatalities in our state y early , now 
it is up to residents of this state to 
carry them out.

KOLWEZI, Katang a UP)— 
United Nations forces mov ed 
peacefully into Kolwezi to­ 
day and the military action 
to reinteg rate Katang a with 
the rest of the Cong o seemed 
v irtually at an end. 
Op eration “Grand Slam Two” be­ 
gan at dawn. It was comp leted abou t 
eight hou rs later, with Brig. Reginald 
Noronha, the U. N. military com­ 
mander, being welcomed into town 
by President Moise Tshombe. 
Not a shot was fired and little 
knots 
of 
civ ilians 
and 
u narmed 
Katanga gendarmes wav ed cheerily 
as the U. N. colu mn ru mbled p ast. 
Kolwezi was the last stronghold 
of Katanga's secessio nist forces. 
“We are not coming as conq u erors 
bu t as friends of the Congolese p eo­ 
p le,” Noronha told the Katanga lead­ 
er. 
Task Force 
The U. N. task force of IOO tru cks, 
armo red cars, tro o p carriers and 
amp hibiou s 
v ehicles 
rendezv ou sed 
with a Katangan p eace delegatio n at 
the little v illage of Pu mp i, 45 miles 
from the center of this big mining 
and refinery town. 
Then, with Noronha in the lead, the 
U. N. colu mn started to roll. At the 
400 y ard-long Delcommu ne Bridge 
o v er the Lu alaba Riv er, fou r tons of 
ex p losiv e were remo v ed by Indian 
engineers. The ex p losiv e was p laced 
in p osition two weeks ago, when 
Tshombe threatened a scorched earth 
camp aign to hold u p the adv ancing 
U. N. tro o p s bu t deto nato rs were 
remo v ed by the p resident’s white 
soldiers some 12 ho u rs before the 
U. N. arriv al. 
On the Kolwezi side of the bridge. 
Noronha stop p ed his .jeep to p erso nal­ 
ly disconnect a wire leading to an 
electric deto nato r. 
To Air Field 
Thirty minu tes later, the Indian 
co mmander and his troop s, soldiers 
of the Rajp u tana Rifles, took o v er 
the ro cket-shattered Kolw'ezi air field, 
once the headq u arters of Katanga's 
little air force.

States’ Rights, Wrongs 


P ie battle for power between the states and the federal govern­ 
ment goes on. Congress and the 47 states with regular legislative ses­ 
sions in 1963 are being asked to approve three striking proposals which 
would materially enhance Mate nithoritv. 
Only Virginia, Kentucky , and Mississippi do not convene their leg­ 
islatures in regular session this vear. 
The proposals being put before the others would bar the federal 
courts from acting on state legislative reapportionment, would make 
It easier for states to initiate amendments to the U.S. Constitution, 
and would establish a so-called Court of the Union which in major re­ 
spects would be superior to the L'.S. Supreme Court. 
These propositions are the product of the General Assembly of the 
States, a nationwide conclave of legislators and other state officers. 
They are being proposed as amendments to the U.S. Constitution. 
One anony mous ex pert on state government sa ss no more than 
three states are likely to endorse the revolutionary court plan. Most 
probable are Alabama and Florida, with Mississippi a prospective 
third state if it should call a special session for that purpose. 
As for the other proposals, it is anticipated that perhaps IO may 
approve the idea of simplify ing procedures by which states can initiate 
constitutional amendments. And just five or six are ex pected to en­ 
dorse a ban on U.S. court rulings in state apportionment. 
There is no thought that any of the plans will get any where in 
Congress. 
When Congress does approve an amendment, it must then gain 
ratification by three-fourths of the states—now 38 . For the states to 
initiate an amendment, two-thirds of the 50 must apply for a constitu­ 
tional convention. Congress must then summon the convention to con­ 
sider amendments. Those approved must again have the endorsement 
of three-fourths of the states. 
This cumbersome method never has been used. Under the new 
plan, whenever two-thirds of the states agree on a specific amendment. 
it would automatically make the ratification rounds in quest of the 
same three-lourths vote. 
Since congressional approval of the three plans is unlikely , the 
states this time would have to used the cumbersome machinery to win 
first-stage approval. And they are presently a long way from the nec­ 
essary two-thirds majority . 
Remotest prospect of all is the revolutionary Court of the Union. 
In the states' assembly in December, it was dropped Just 21 to 20. The 
other proposals gained heavy majorities. 
The proposed new court would consist of the 50 state chief justices. 
It would have power to decide whether judgments of the Supreme 
court affecting rights reserved to the states or the people under the 
Constitution were properly within Supreme Court jurisdiction. 
Observers at the assembly meeting say the three proposals are 
the work of such staunch conservatives as William Chappell, Florida 
legislator, and Fred Gulick of the Kansas legislative council. 
One observer suggests that many states’ votes were cast by in­ 
dividuals “ not even representative of their unrepresentative 
legisla­ 
tures.” That the proposals are tinder study at all is perhaps stout proof 
of what militant, energetic “ believers” can accomplish.

Kennedy , 75. a one-time Pennsy l­ 
vania lieutenant governor, died Sat­ 
urday at his home after a long ill­ 
ness.

“ The real winners are the ath­ 
letes,” President John F. Kennedy 
said in Washington Sunday in con­ 
gratulating the 82-year-old, five-star 
general for quick settlement of the 
2’ 2 year dispute which had threat­ 
ened the 1964 U.S. Olympic team.

of the AAU and three from the NCAA- 
backed U.S. Track and Field Federa­ 
tion, be set up to pass on Olympic 
candidates. 
3. In case of disagreement, prob­ 
lems to be referred to General Mac­ 
Arthur. 
4. A recommendation to the Pres­ 
ident that, if needed, after the 1964 
Olympics, a meeting of sports offi­ 
cials and interested parties be called 
to work out a permanent solution for 
the conduct of American amateur 
sports. 
5. The role of the new track federa­ 
tion be clearly defined as the govern­ 
ing body only for events covering 
athletes still in school. The AAU’s 
position as official sanctioning agent 
for open meets and for international 
affairs remain unchanged.

NEW YORK (iT*)— The fedeial budget is a hefty com­ 
pilation of figures and estim ates so complex that ev en an 
electronic computer m ight flinch at sight of it. But it can 
affect the liv es of all citizens. 
Depending on what Congress final­ 
ly does about the one submitted by 
President Kennedy , the budget can 
touch y ou in many way s—y our job, 
y our profits, y our tax es, y our pen­ 
sion, ev en y our cost of liv ing. 
The formal budget which the Pres­ 
ident is required by law to present 
to Congress each J anuary may af­ 
fect y ou less than the actual cash 
budget which shows what the Treas­ 
ury ex pects to take in and to pay 
out. The cash budget is about one- 
fifth larger than the administrativ e 
or formal one. And it estimates a 
deficit of $10.3 billion in the fiscal 
y ear starting J uly I. 


Spur Growth 
The Treasury would thus be put-} 
ting that much more money into 
the economy than it would be taking j 
out. 
This 
could 
spur 
economic 
growth, prov ided it didn’t set off 
price inflation that would nullify the 
benefits. 
lf the budget proposed a surplus, 
It would mean taking more out in 
tax es than the Treasury was putting! 
back 
in by spending. This could 
brake any inflation. But under pres-! 
ent conditions, it might feed a re­ 
cession—just what nobody wants, or 
right now ex pects. 
The parts, as well as the whole. 
of the budget affects y ou. High tax es, I 
for ex ample, take out of the stream 
of industry and trade money that 
might be used by consumers and * 
business firms to buy goods and 
serv ices. 
The argument for cutting tax es, as 
the new budget proposes, is that 
lower tax es will spur the economy . 
I 
This could create jobs or lengthen1 
work weeks. It could mean more} 
profits for business, higher incomes 
for indiv iduals, and more incentiv e! 
for both to get going. 
Spending programs affect all tax ­ 
pay ers and countless indiv iduals who 
receiv e money directly —gov ernment 
pay checks, v eteran benefits, job­ 
less compensation—or persons whose 
jobs depend on gov ernment orders. 
The specialized gov ernment spend­ 
ing programs touch many commu­ 
nities as well as industries. Some 
of the spending is for loans or public 
works which may return money to 
the Treasury and to the communities. 


Neat Problem 
So that leav es the neat problem 
J ust where do the benefits from I 
spending offset the drag of tax es on 
the economy ? 
And in the case of the present 
budget, there’s the problem of the 
effect 
of 
a 
$10 
billion 
or more 
Treasury deficit on the economy . 
Much of the effect of the budget 
on the v alue of the dollar and the 
cost of liv ing depends on how the 
deficit is financed. 
If the Treasury raises the SIO bil­ 
lion 
or 
so 
by 
selling 
short-term 
securities to the banks, the supply ) 
of money and credit would be in­ 
flated. and perhaps with had effects 
despite the current ex cess of labor 
and of industrial capacity . 
If the 
Treasury sells long-term bonds to 
sav ers, whether indiv iduals or in­ 
stitutions, who will hold onto them, 
monetary inflation would be side­ 
stepped. 
And there’s 
the 
administration’s 
argument: The deficit can trigger an 
economic growth that in itself will 
wipe out Treasury deficits after a 
y ear or two.
